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GOOD TRADE PROSPECTS. 


Weckly Reviewof Dun & Co.--Reports from 
all Branches of Business, 
New York, June 3.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade for this week says: 


The week's talk has been maiuly of specula- 
tions and hopeful prospects. One fact of the week, 
which is likely to prove most important, is the 
large absorption of money by the treasury. Re. 
cmp are Cheering’as to crops, and'generaliy favora- 

le as to the state of business, coliections and the 
supply of money. Copious rains dispel the agri- 
cultural gloom in Wisconsin; crop prospects are 
brightened by rainin Texas, and rains give en. 
couragementin Alabama In Alabama the most 
Strik. ng features is that 2 000 stores and dwellings 
are being erected at Birmingham alone, an 
operation that turns some available money into 
fixed capital Philadelphia jobbers reckon that in 
spite of the May dullness, their sales are twenty- 
five per cent above last year’s, and it is not ob 
served that a despondent tone prevails anywhere. 
Speculation in coffee hoisted the price again, re- 
gaidiessof demand. Oil dealings have been stag- 
vent. Pork bas been a shade lower, with hogs. 
Jard and beef a shade higher, and sugar un- 
changed. 

_ New England's boot and shoemakers are receirye 
iug large orders and doing anice cash bu‘iness 
The combination to contro: all imports and manue 
facture of India rubber has been generally agreed 
to, but there are fears that Para traders may also 
combine. The great auction sale of flannels em 
braced 15,000 lots valued at $1,500,000, and tue 
prices realized were evideatly satisfactory. The 
effect much encouraged dealers in woolens gen- 
erally, and though little improvement is yet seen 
in the demand fur cloths, it is plain that woo! 
vrowers and manufacturers are gradually approach- 
ing each other. Western growers are reported as 
pleased at the sales, generally a littie above 
— bot long ago deemed intolerable, mediums 
eing especia'ly sirong, while manufacturers 
appear to be buying la:gely inspite of the feeiing 
that prices are wot warranted by the preseut 
market for goods. Considerable orders are re- 
ported for blankets and dress goods, Cotton goois 
are strong, some gredes advancing and the ‘‘cor- 
ner’ continues to hoist the gprices of cotton in 
spite of good crep prospects. Wheat speculation 
still rages, but with prices lower than a week azo, 
apda growing doubt whether even the powerfal 
c.ique can cscare loss. Receipts are large, the

In such cir- 
cumstances itis not strange that Chicago banks 
want nomore wheat paper and 7 per cent. is bid 
for loans on wheat collateral. 

The iron market showsa better tone; first, ba- 
cause stock of better grades is slender; but the 
demand for products of iron and steel does not ap- 
pear to improve, bar oe affected by weitern seil- 
ivg, plate by offers at areduction of ten per cent; 
wrcught pipe and nails by a remarkable dullness, 
and foundry @emand by partial failues to settle 
the stove lockout.

MR. WHRELER SLOWLY SINKING. 


Th. Ex-Vice-President Sufferlag from Soft- 
ening of the Brain, 

ALBANY, N. Y., June 3.—The Malone Palla. 
dium has the following statement of the criti- 
ical illness of ex-Vica-President William A. 
Wheeler: 


For ten days he has been conscious and rational 
only at intervals and forthe past two or three days 


_ bas been in a stupor the greater part of the time. 


He is suffering from softening of the brain and 
there are indications of approachiog paralysis. A 
carbuncie has appeared just above the Rip on one 
side and has become an element of further weak- 
ness. Itseems impossible that he Can rally and 
hisdeath at any hour would not be surprising, 
thovgh he may survive for several days. Mr, 
Wheeler had been slowly failing through the past 
five or six years, until last wiuter, when the prog. 
reas of the disease became more rapid and his phy- 
sician and friends began to fear the approach of 
the end. On the nightof March 3d, be was seized 
with chills, followed by a sinking spell, and Dr. 
Gay thonght for hours that he would die. Hy» 
aiterward rallied, however, but never again re- 
gained his former vigor aud strength. Mental 
weakness gradually became apparcal, and iucreas- 
ed until, first, there were indications of insanity, 
aud now of helplessness and unconsciousness. 
Tbe hearts of his friends are heayy, and the com- 
munity feels that it has lost its most eminent and 
help. ul member, but for Mr. Wheeler himself death 
has no dread. Insomnia has tortured him; inc ira- 
ble msladies have given him years of agony, and 
no near relative remained to him to share his afiec- 
tion or cheer his desolate home. A worldof friends 
wil] mourn him, but to him the change will be but 
are case from a life of unrest, of pain and utter 
misery. 


EARTHQUAKE IN THE FAR WEST 


Northern California and Nevada Visited By 
a Severe Shock. 

SAN FRANCIsco, June 3.—An earthquake 
ewept over the greater portion of northern 
California and western Nevaila between two 
and three o'clock this morzing Reports at 
different points seem to place tha center of the 
wave at tome places on the boundary lino bs- 
twcen the two states. One houssnear Genova, 
after the earthquake, was sorrounded by 
cracks in the ground from an inch to a footin 
width. Oxe cther shock equally az heavy 
would have destroyed every brick house in 
town. 

At Sacremento it shook houses, maxing thom 
rumble as if windows were being slammei by 
gusts of wind. 

At Carson City, Nevada, pictares and plas- 
tering fell from walls, and a large amount of 
plastering fell from the suprome court room in 
the capitol building. 

The Hot Springs are reported dried up. 

Virginia City and I'rnckes, in Nevada, and 
Marysville, Chico and Nevada City, in Califor- 
nia, are a few cf many other points affected by 
the shock. .

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BRIBING THE JURORS. 


A SENSATION IN TH& TRIAL OF 
JAKE SHARP, 


The Btate’s Attorney Claims That Several of the Jury 
Have Been spproached by Friends cf the Priz- 
oner and Offered Money to Stand Outfor 
Sharp-—Other Nectes of the Trial. 


New Yor«.June 3.--When the court of oyer 
tein icer opened this morning for the tria! of 
Jeke Sharp there were only eleven jurors in 
the box. District Attorney Martine today 
cerroborated the statements that attempts had 
been made by somebody to fix jurors in this 
case and that was the reason for excusing Mr. 
McLewce and Mr. Caldwell. He also corrob-. 
orated the report of an attempt to corrupt Mr. 
Ruffe}, of Harlem, drawn inthe first pvwnel. 
To a reporter, Mr. Peter Mitcheil, of counsel 
for the defense, said: 

“When I make this statement you may de- 
pend that I have proof of what I say and you 
cen bet money uponit. Emissaries of the 
district attorney bsave been at work in 
theee cases so as to give the impression that the 
defendants have been attempting to fix the 


jurymen that they might lock them up. They 
svcceeded in the case of Alderman O'Neill, bat 
we don’t propose they shall in Mr. Sharp’s 
case. Itisabsurd to suppose that Mr. Sharp, 
or sny one in his employ, should approach Mr. 
Ruffel as the district attorney says they did, or 
as was claimedin the O'Neill case. It is only 
an attempt to prejudice Mr. Sharp’s case,” 

The clerk of the court after the proceedings 
were opened, announced that witnesses present 
on the partof the psople were excused till 
Monday morning, which definitely determines 
tbat the actnal trial of the case will not begin 
before that time, even though the jary be ob- 
tsined before. 

After a number of jurors had been excused, 
Mr. Parsons, of counsel for the defense, who 
— been writing, read his production as fol- 

OWE: 

The attention of counsel for Mr. Sharp has been 
called toareport which appeared in a newspaper 
last eveningimputing to some one the wish and 
effort to affect the jurors. We have seen inthe 
morning papers statements relating to the same 
subject, some of which mentioned the names of 
jurors who, £0 far as we know, are of porition and 
character to preciude a possibility that anything 
of the kind relating to them could have occurred, 
We were grateiul to the court for its iastructions to 
the jurors on Friday last, that if they supposed 
that any such ar proach was made, it would be at 
once brought to the attention of the court. 

We hope that betore adjournment until Monday 
similar directions. will be given. Any such my 
tations are injurious to the jurors, It assumes the 
pessibility that improper‘overtures could be a4- 
dressed tothem. Itis injunriors to Mr. Sharp's 
counsel, Ii assumes that they would counteuance 
such a proceeding, but itis mostinjurious to Mr. 
Sharp. It terds to deprive him of that fair trial 
which is his right. Itis an attack which, how- 
ever i}l founded, works its mischief,’and investiga- 
tion is, ot course, impossible. It is perhaps not 
tuitable for us to make — statements about our 
belief of the groundiess character of any charge 
which imputesto Mr. Sharp, or his counsel, any 
such proceedure. Its folly would be as great as 
the wrong. . We have come here to try his case ac- 
cording to the modes prescribed by law. Any in- 
terference by outside statements is contempt of 
court and is within its control. 

We do not object to the utmost publicity of the 
proceedings in court. We cannot perhaps prevent 
prejudicing of the case by newspaper reports, but 
specific statements of assumed facts go beyond the 
privilege of the press. We feel called upon to Call 
ibe attenticn of the court to the first-occas'on of a 
Mit nrg of what we regard as arule upon the 
subject. 

With this statement we submit the subject in 
the hope tbat uo further such occasion will occur, 
and in reliance upon the senseof justice of tue 
court and of the learned district attorney to pro- 
tect the just rights of Mr. Sharp to a fairand im- 
partial trial, Low end here, of this most serious ac- 
cusaticn.”’ 

Mr. Martine said that as public prosecutor, he 
must make some response. Cuunsel had read 
w shecourt his views, The difficulty is thst 
ibe statcrrents sre founded en facts. 

“In the case ofonejuror who had conferred 
wiih mel am personally aware of tho fact that 
be has been approached. I have not yet decid- 
ed to lay the matter before the court and pro: 
cced upon this information which I have re- 
ceived in my cfficial capacity.” 

Mr. Parsons replied that be and his co coun: 
gel had definite instructioas from their client 
to ask for specific charges, that tbhsy may be 
metin open court. Inuendoes to inflaence 
the jury and prejudice Mr, Sharp’s case will 
not do. These charges should come in a suc- 
cinct form. Mr. Sharp’s case is a difficult one, 
in any event, and it shculd not be prejudiced 
by such statements of assumed facts. They 
should be putin the form of affidavits so that 
wecan meet them. 

hir. Martine arose and gaid that while he 
bad not intended te put the matter on record, 
he preposed tagloso0 now, 

Mr. Parsons objected, but the district attor- 
ney continued: 

‘‘These matters are not new tothe court or 
couniel. I bave told counsel for the defense, 
in near’y every instance.’ Tae first case was 
that of George Ruppel, who informed mo that 
te had been approached and told thatit would 
be for his interest to stand out for Sharp. 
Later a stranger came to me and informed me 
that Mr. Smith, who occupied the third seat in 
the box, had been approached. ‘This stranger 
ssid his name was Raymond, a boat-builder at 
Greenpoint. He said that a man named 
Lynch, anemploye of the Christopher street 
ard Tenth avenne rai!way,cams to him and 
said: ‘You know Smith; he lives over your 
way. See himand get him to stand out for 
the cld man.’ Raymond said that he 
would not see Smith and that he was 
not the kind of man to be 
approached. This Lynch is a great friond of 
Sharp. Sequel—Mr. Smith was challengod by 
ihe prosecution the nextday. The next case 
waa that of Juror Sutton, who occupied seat 
number 9 for severaldays. He was chalionged 
by the defense, and afterwards considered it 
his duty to inform me why. The day before 
be was challenged he said that he was ap- 
proached by a man whose name he would not 
disclose, who asked him whether he was for 
the defense or the people. He was told that it 
wou!d be to his interest to stand ont and hold 
the jury for the defeuse. He told the man not 
to taik with him abont the case, as he was in- 
strncted net to discuss it by the’ court. This 
wan said if he didm't agree to stand for the 
defexse he would be challenged the next day. 
He was so challenged. The case of Kahn- 
weiler, your honor is familiar with. Hereceived 
several anonymous letters, which he would not 
communicate to your honor or myself and felt 
that he could not sit as a juror under such cir- 
comstences. Ido not charge these impropar 
acts upon the defendant orany individual, but 
lam ready to submit proofs, have witnesses 
brought into court, and have their testimony 
recorded under oath. I have no ided that the 
councel bad any idea of these transactions, bat 
ibey came to me in my official capacity, and it 
wes wy duty toconsiderthem. What would 
the people say if I should disregard such im- 
portant matters when brought to my kno #l- 
edge. They would think me direlici in my 
duty. Whether some overzealous friend of the 
cefencant is responsible, Ido not know, bat I

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SCALDING THE BAILIFFS. 


TENANTS AT BODYK® RESISTING 
EVICTION. 


Pourivge Bolling Water Uponthe Officers’ Heads— 
Burning Cay enze Perper to Stifie Taem and Ro- 
sorting to Other Means to Obstruct Them 
—Michael Davitt on the Ground, 


DUBLIN, June 3.--Evictions at Bodyke cn- 
tinue. The tenants are offering all opposition 
in their power to the sheriff and his gaard of 
police and troops, and find yarious means to 
seriously annoy the officers. 1n some houses 
in which the occupants hare to ba evicted 
cayenne pepper was burned, the fumes of 
which nearly choked the bailiffs: Boiling 
water was al:o thrown from windows upon the 
evicting force. At two houses, where evic- 
tions were effected, collisions occurred bet ween 
the police and people, and a number of arrests 
were made, 

When the sheriff’s force arrived at ths house 
of Tenant Lyddy and ordered his family to 
leave, a daughter of Lyddy threw an iron 
hoop at a bailiff who aitempted to enter the 
door. The hoop missed the bailiff but struck 
a police inspector. The girl was arrested. A 
brother of the girl was also arrested ior incit- 
ing 8 jocrowd to violence against 
the people. Another daughter of 
the tenant, who derounced the treatment her 
family were receiving, was strack by a police- 
man and felled to the ground. This maddened 
the crowd and they advanced for the purpose 
of attacking the officers. 

Michael Davitt, who was present at the evic- 
tions, aded with the people not to use vio- 
lence however, ard barely managed to avert a 
collision. After the Lyddy family had been 
evicted, the police made an attack upon the 
house of a man named McNamara, which was 
strongly fortified. Crowbars were used and a 
hole was made through the wall, McNamara’s 
wife and children were in the hou3e and cried 
piteously until Mr. Davitt shouted words of 
comfort tothem. McNamara was arrested for 
pelting the bailiffs. The bailiffs smashed the 
furniture of the house out of pure malice. The 
force, after leaving this house, proceeded to 
that occupied by Tenant Hussey for the pur: 
pose of ejecting him. It is thought the police 
have extremely warm work before them. 

When the evicting officers reached Hussey’s 
house they were received with a shower of 
boiling water. Stones and bottles and a swarm 
of bees were let loose upon them, The ten- 
ants only desisted from pelting the bailiffs 
when troops threatened to fire. The bailiffs 
demolished a wall and entered the house but 
were repulsed bleeding. Eviction was only 
effected after a struggle of two hours and a 
half. The mele defenders of the house were 
arrested. A meeting of tenants was afterward 
held, at which Michael Davitt repeated the a1- 
vice he gave them yesterday—to resist eviction 
by every means and defied the government to 
ariest him. 


ENGLAND’S WEAK CONDITION. 


Lord Charchill Makes Disclosures That Will 
Startle the Britons, 


LONDON, June 3 —Lord Randolph Churchill 
was enthusiastically received by the Wolver- 
hampton workmen’s club tonight. RKespond- 
ing to an address, he said he believed that 
the sources of revenue could be so managed as 
to satisfy the far trader without driving into 
cespair the free trader. The trae remedy for 
the tiade depression, ho caid, was economy in 
public expenditures. Workers must not allow 
irelan@'to abzerb sll their sttention, They 
must brirg preestre upon the government to 
prevent sueh ¢xtravegeances as spendiny a mil. 
hou pounds on a new war and adfatralty 
hy'loing, aud seventeen thousand pouads for 
decorating Westmingter abbey in honor of the 
gueen’s jubilee. 

Loid Churchill advised the unionists to 
make aecoiid stand and show Mr. Gladstone 
that they were eqnally Cetermined as himself 
in the matter of tne Trish question. He was 
gratified to believe in the power of the govern- 
ment to smash obstruction at any moment they 
pleased. Tne government had beon very pa- 
tient, but the limit had been reached, and 
when psriiament reassembled, strong measares 
ought to be adopted to prevent the crimes bill 
from being amended till it became useless. 

Returning to the question of economy, 
Charcbill warmly opposed Lord Wolseley’s 
alarmist statements and quoted statistics, show- 
ing that the presentexpenditures for thedefens> 
of the couutry were £5,000,000 mors than 
Disraeli considered necessary in 1875. He 
would remark, however, that the effective 
s'rcngth had not increased in the same ratio, 
He contrasted the expenditures of Euglanad on 
ber army and navy with those of France 
ard Germany, and contended that the armies 
and navies of the two latter countries were in 
a much better condition and af a far less coat. 
He condemned the expenditures of these two 
cepartments which, he ssid, had gone on in- 
creasing for the last twelve years without any- 
thing practical to show forthem. Unies the 
people of the country took the matter up and 
put a pressure upon parliament to economizs, 
dire results would foliow, as under the present 
system the country was traveling at a racing 
specd along the road leading to utter and irre- 
trievable ruin. 

Lord Churchill said that in the event of war 
Engjand might, after a maddening delay and 
a pouring cut of money like water, put 150,- 
000 men in the field. Doubtless England had 
a very powerful fleet on paper, but not a single

empire was properly armed, la- 
deed, many were entirely unarmed 
and upprovisioned—for instance, Malta, was 
not provisioned to support a garrison for three 
weeks. There was notasinvgle heavy gun ia 
reserve, and there was no reserve whatever of 
heavy projectiles. Every department of the mil- 
itary and,naval eervicos was supplied with de- 
fectave'wesponse,despite fast exp snditures of war 
and navy department. There was i0i at home 
facilities for transportation for 20,000 men.

After ths 
bombarding of Alexandria the irocc’ads Saltan 
and Alexandria had not ten rounds of heavy 
shell left, and as there was no reserve at 
Malia, they would have been utterly at the 
mercy ofthe French fleet. Inthe Khartoum 
ex pedition the shells were too large for the 
guns, and were so badly made that they would 
not explode. During the critical state of Ea- 
rope at the close of the last year there was 
not a single cartridge in store for macbine 
guns. He heard from the highest authority 
recently that the Monarch cams into harbor 
wanting heavy guns for her turret, but that 
there were none to give her, and that she had 
to rcb the Portsmontb. 

In 1881 the-ordnance committee designed 
some forty-three ton guns, and asked the 
Armestrongs to construct fifteen of them.

ITALY AND ABYSSINIA: 


The Government Does Not Seek War, bag 
Wishes to Strengthen Its Position. 


Rome. June 3—In the chamber of deputies 
toc ay, the minister of war, in the course of de- 
bate on the proposal te grant 7,000,000 lire for 
the expense of troops in Africa, stated that the 
government was determi to retain posses- 
sion of Massowah, which was a valuable point 
from which to develop trade and increase the 
influence of Italy. ‘The cabinet, he added, con- 
sidered it necessary to vindicate the prestige 
of the army, and a bill having that object 
would be promptly produced and its adoption 
would be made a cabinet question. 

Signon Crispi, minister of interior, replying 
to Deputy Marti, who dwelt upon the dangers 
of war with Abyssinia, said that the govern- 
ment had never dreamed of a war of conques’ 
in Abyssinia, but only aimed to strengthen its 
position at Massowah, 

The chamber approved the grant. 

The Muova Autologia, while advocating ra< 
conciliation between the quirina! and vaticar, 
declares that reconciliation will be impossible 
if the pope asks a cession of territory or secks 
to interfere with the existing liberties of the 
citizens. The law of guarantee, it says, migh& 
be modified in favor of the vatican.

him, open a draw ia biedesk, take ont a re- 
volver snd put it in hie pocket; Tre prisoner 
was brouchtin and the governor listened to 
the tele of his alibi. At its conclusion he in- 
quired: 

“How miany burglaries have you ever com- 
mitted?” 

“TI don’t know, governor, I never kept count. 
I euppoee about a bundred.” 

‘Yon have been a very bad man.” 

‘ Who says 60, governor?” 

The goverror was taken somewhat aback and 
apswered: “The newspspers.”’

The Career of a Well Known Ex-Oonfed- 
erate Oflicer. 

Marretta, Ga, June 3.— [Special ]—On 
Thursday, June 2, the faneral services of the 
Jate James Welaman Brown were held at Si. 
James ae church at 10 o’clock a.m, 
after which his remains were laid to rest in the 
Episcopal cemetery here. There was a lar 
attendance, as the deceased was universally

He died of throat troubles and was in At- 
lanta at the time of bis death, whera he had 
gone to receive medical treatment. 

He was one of the distinguished sons that 
South Carolina sent into the late war and a 
tLort sketch of his life is appended. He was 


| born in Charleston, July 14, 1840, and was 


educated at Citadel Military academy, which 
he left three months before graduating, to 
enter the confederate service with a corps of 
cadets from that institution. He was among 
those who fired the first gun of the war in pre- 
venting Fort Sumter from being victualed by 
the “Star of the West.” 

He was soon appointed lieutenant of ar- 
tillery, and had risen tothe rank of major at 
the seige of Secessionville. He rose through all 
grades by sheer torce of mérit until at the age 
of twenty-two he was appointed fall colonel of 


the Second South Carolina Artillery, as a trib- 


ute to his distinguished service. As far as is 
known by his friends, he was the youngest 
colonel in the confederate service. 

He was in command of Secessionville, one of 
the important approaches to Charleston, ‘and 
was for part of the time in command of Fort 
Johnson and Battery Wagner. In all these po- 
sitions he served with distinguished brave 
ontil the city was evacuated before the marc 
of Sherman. He served gallantly through the 
war, snd commanded a brigade at Bentonville, 
the last battle ofthe war,and so was among 
those who fired the Jast gun of the war as well 
a8 among those who fired the first. 

Aiter the war he moved to Taylor county, 
Georgia, where he engaged in planting. He 
moved to Marietta in 1879, and has lived here 
since, engaged in planting and in the cotton 
business. Shortly after his arrival here he 
lost his first wife. who was a Miss Davis, of 
Columbus, Ga. He married again, this time a 
Miss Nutting, of Cobb county, who survives 
him, as also do six children, five girls and one 
boy. He leaves his family well provided for 
by judiciously selected life insurance.

Costly Coffee. 

Coffee has come into such universal use in 
this country that it has been taken from the 
list of luxuries and is now classed as a 
necessity. 

The recent rapid rise in the price of this 
exhilirating berry is therefore a matter of 
common concern. The heaviest advance has 
unfortunately been made io the cheaper 
grades of coffee and has been a considerable 
tax on the pockets of the poor. In the past 
twelve months Rio coffee hay advanced 120 
per cent and is now almost as high as the 
finer grades, which were formerly worth two 
or three times as much. The primary cause 
of the increased price is the failure of the 
Brazilian crop, but the large operators in 
coffee have taken advantage of the shortage 
to run up the price for their own benefit, 

It has been estimated that the rise in 
Brazilian coffees would cost consumers in 
the United States $150,00),000. These 
figures are much too large, because the in- 
creased price, if applied to all coffees, would 
cost us on the basis of our greatest importa- 
tion only $110,000,000. 

Since the abolition of the daty on coffee 
in 1872 importations have rapidly increased. 
The importation in 1877 was 331,000,000 
pounds; in 1879, 377,000,000; in 1882, 459,- 
000,000; in 1885, 572,000,000; ia 1886, 564,- 
000,000. The import price in 1877 was six- 
teen cents; in 1879, twelve cents; in 1889, 

thirteen cents; in 1883, eight cents; in 1885, 
eight cents, and in 1886, ten cents,

BAKING A SICK INDIAN. 


Remarkable Ways of Treating Diseases—in 
a Grave of Hot Mad, 


To combat their ailments they have only the 
usual superstitions rites of a few ignorant ‘‘medi- 
cine men,’’ and oceasionally make use of those 
barbarious treatments so common with savages, 
says Lieutenant Schwaika, writing in the Century 
of Apache customs. One O these, I think, may be 


interesting. A great hole, large enongh to receive — 
the body of the invalid in a recumbent position, is — 


dug in the ground. In this excavation a fire is 
maintained untilthe ground is heated to its greatest 
possible extent, when the embers and ashes are 
scraped out, Several layers of damp mud are 
immediately used ‘to plaster the walis of this fiery 
furnace, and the invalid is immediately placed 
within and covered up with mud, the head alone 
protruding. Theescaping steam makesthe torture 
endured by the poor wretch for the twenty-six or 
forty hours of misery in the prison of baked clay 
oftentimes insupportable, and but few survive the 
severe ordeal. A Mojave squaw, with the Ameri- 
eanized name of “Polly,’’ rallied trom this terrible 
inquisition, but it took the kindest treatment for 
two months under the care of a white physician te 
save her life. 

Nearly all the Apaches are addicted to tattooing, 
their faces and wrists being usually adorned, and 
as far as I casually noticed, there being no differ- 


ence between the men and women. Paintsand - 


pigments of all characters are eagerly sought for 
temporary personal ornamentation, the Yuamas 
and Mojaves evendescending to stove polish, boot 
blacking and mud. Pndoubtedly the latter, in 
some of its applications, serves a more practical 
purpose than mereornamentation. Athin Coating 
of soft clay is matted through the hair and then 
plastered carefully down upon theskull until it re- 
sembles, when dry, ashioing bald head or an in- 
verted earthen bowl. This is left on for twoor 
three days, until it has subserved its purpose of 
deadly destruction, when the earthly skull cap is 
broken witb a stick andthe beating process con- 

nued until every particle of dust is thoroughly 
eradicated, when the hair is washed with the soft 
pulp of the root of the Yucca palm, which pro- 
duces a soapy lather. After this the hair is ener- 
getically rinsed and then whipped in the open air 
untildry. From ail this manipulation it emerges 
as glossy and as soft as silk. 

This Yucca palm is commonly known as the 
Spanish bayonet, and oftentimes as the soap weed, 
the latter nam: being evidently derived from this 
peculiar use by the Indians and Mexicans. Itis 
one of the most extensively common plants of 
Apache land and contiguous countries, and it is 
well for those localities that a commercial use has 
been found for this abundant weed—its pulp, ac- 
cording to recent experiments, bidding fair to give 
a fine grade of printing paper. Thus the vulgar 
soap weed that cleanses the outsideof the Apache's 
head may yet improve its interior through the me- 
dium of the press. .

change them so they can reduce expenses and 
revolutionize the bed system. Narrow, deep 
and strong trains of one-fifth the present 
weight may be guided on the present railroad 
tracks by an overhanging structure, support- 
ing dependent gnide rails about sixteen feet 
above the standard gauge tracks. This will 
permit grooved guiding wheels of singie rail 
trains lo engage and glide over a single over: 
head rail, against which the wheels are held 
by a vertical spindle shaft and spiral springs, 
projected upward from steel cars 46 inches 
wide, 14 feet or more deep, supported by and 
riding upon a single rail below on 
recisely similar double-flanged support- 
ing wheels. This system makes a fivefold 
saving over the present one. A further saving 
of fivefold power, required in rounding curves. 
is effected by the substitution of single rail 
bicycle spindle wheels instead of double axle 
wheels of the two railed tracks now in use. 
Thus it will be seen that competition, either 
from the present system of railroads or from 
waterways, will be out of the question when 
the bicycle reads are adopted. ‘The overhead 
structure on the present roads can be built 
without interrupting traflic whatever and the 
new system adopted at once. Bicycle trains 
will be forty-six inches wide and one foot clear 
epace will be between the trains that run in 
oppotite directions on the donble ‘tracks. These 
bicycle trains will run at a speed of 220 miles 
per hour. The difference between the present 
end the new system when in full operation is 
that between u stagecoach and a lightning ex- 
press. 

“The bicycle train,” continued Mr. Nichols, 
“will never run off the track. That will be 
impossible. The personal comfort of travelers 
will be just as great as on the present fast 
trains in palacecars. It will not be difficult to 
breathe going at such a rapid rate, as the at- 
mosphere travels along with the train. As to 
easy riding, these bicycle trains will run so 
emoothly there will be no difficulty in writing 
letters on them. The wheels will be made of 
steel and paper. The rapid motion will not 
melt the journals, because the weight of the 
car is SO small that there will be but little fric- 
tion. The new roads can be built at one- 
third the cost of the present kind. But my 
plan would be alwaysto build a double track, 
so a8 to have the superstructure braced prop- 
erly. My idea is that the superstructure 
should be ofiron piping. I intend to build 
several hundred feet of track at Arlington and 
operate an engine on it to see how it operates 
in prectice.

The new éapito] was the scene of its second 
tragedy yesterday. 

The victim was a negro named Wade Mar- 
tin, who came to Atlanta from Charleston, §, 
C., a short time ago, and who has been en- 
ployed at the capitol only since}Monday last. 

Martin’s occupation has been that of a com- 
mon laborer, he having been engaged, since he 
went to work on the building, in wheeling 
mortar from the mortar beds to the bricklayers. 
The mortar is made on the scaffolding on the 
top and near the center of the building. From 
this place the workmen wheel it in barrows 
made for the purpose to the different portions 
of m5 building, where the brickiayers are at 
work. 


Shortly before two o’clock yesterday after- 
noon Martin started with a load of mortar for 
the Hunter street front, where some work was 
going on. The scaffolding upon which he 
walked was about seventy feet above the 
ground, but is well constructed and is deemed 
aseafeasit is possible fora scaffuld to be. 
Along some ofthe walls it is fally eight feet 
wide, but along the Hunter street front it is 
only five or six feet wide. 

When Martin started toward his destination 
he was wheeling probably one hundred poands 
of mortar. Arriving at the place where the 
masons were at work, he stopped to unload, 
As he stopped he made some remark to his 
fellow-workmen to the effect that he was tired 
of that sort of work, and as soon ashe could 
get money enough intended to take his wife 
and return to Charleston. 

To unload by shovelfulls ssemed too slow a 
method of procedure to Martin, so he undsrtoo x 
to “dump” his load by tilting the wheelbarrow 
op itsside. He succeeded in emptying about 
half, When he righted the barrow the remain- 
ing fifty pounds of mortar settled against the 
opposite side of the barrow in such a way as to 
cauce it to topple over against Martin, who was 
stauding between the handles. The blow was 
a rharp one and caused the poor fellow to lose 
his balance, and before any of his horrified 
companions could reach him he was 

HURLED HEADLONG . 
to the ground below. 

He was dead before his companions could 
reach him. An examination of the body show- 
ed that his skull had been crushed, that one 
leg was broken, and that his entire body was 
terribly mangled. 

The only things to break his fall in the 
seventy feet between the scaffolding and the 
ground were some ison beams t venty-eight 
fret from the ground, which are iutended to 
support the floor of the library. Is is not defi- 
nitely Known whether or not Martia’s body 
struck these in its fall.ebut it ia thought likely 
that it did, as tracos of blood were seen upon 
them. In his fall he dragged the wheelbarrow 
from the scaffolding, and it went crashiag 
down until it +t ack thesejiron beams, where it 
remained suspended above the body of the 
dead man, 

Coroner Haynes was summoned, and after 
an examination rendered a verdict stating 
that deceased came to his death by falling a 
distance of seventy feet, and thai the fall was 
the result of his own carslessness. The con- 
tractors and employes were exonerated from 
blame, 

Martin came to Atlanta a short time since 
and has been living with his wife on Gilmor 
street. He was a hard working man, about 
thirty years of age, one who has, since his ar- 
rival here, gained the respect of his neighbors 
and employers. 

He will be buried tomorrow.

A CASE OF HORSE STBALING OF A 
SBNSATIONAL CHARACTER, 
SP EIS 
Dr Scott’s Borses and Carriage Spirited Away From 
in Frent ofthe Opera House Bight Before the 
Byes of Hutdreds of People- No Traceto 
the Shieves—O'her Notes, Eto. 


One of the boldest crimes in the history of 
Atlanta was perpetrated right in the heart of 
the city last evening. 

Amorg the many persons in attendance upon 
the entertainment at the opera house were Dr. 
and Mrs. H. F Scott, whose little daughters 
took part inthe performance. Early in the 
evening Dr. and Mrs, Scott and the little girl 
drove in the carrisge from their home on Pow- 
ers street to the opera house, and upon enter- 
ing the building, left the horses and carriage 
in charge of their negro driver Ed. | 

Ed took gocd care of the horses until just as 
the entertainment was at an end, when the 
people began coming outof the opera house, 
Ed left his charge for the purp se, as he says, 
of speaking a word with Dr. Scott. When he 
left the horses they were standing near the 
sidewalk in front of the building, right in the 
midst of a number of other private carriages. 

Accordirg to his own statement, the boy was 
on the sidewalk not more than three minutes; 
but when he returned no trace of the team was 


to be found. 

He bunted everywhere in the vicinity of 
the opera house, then the doctor joined him in 
the search, and finally police assistance was 
called for. 

The horses and carriage had disappeared as 
completely asif the earth had opened and 
swallowed them up. 

Police officsrs in all parts of the city were 
given orcers tokeepasharp lookout for the 
missing team but no definite clae to its where- 
abouts had, up to an early hour this morning, 
been obtained, 

A little later it was reported to police head- 
quarters that a team answering the description 
of that of Dr. Scott was seen moving rapidly 
out Marietta street and past the Exposition 
mills. There seemed to be but one man in the 
carriage. 
once opered up with Marietta and East Point, 
and the officers at those places were asked to 
keepa lookout for the missing team. An 
effort was made to communicate with othor 
towns near Atlanta, but it was unsaccessful. 

The missing horses were quite valuable ones, 
The team consisted of a bay and a black, both 
plump, fine looking fellows, the equals of any 
in the city. The carriage is comparatively 
new and quite stylish. 

Dr. Scott, the unlucky driver, and the mem- 
bers of the police force were scouring the city 
all night, but no trace of the missing property 
could be found. This is, doubtless, a genuine 
case of horse stealing, and one of the boldest 
poseib le character.

A special body guard of cows with 
udders in various stages of fullness followed, 
with the rest of the herd in close order behind, 
The patrolmen were dignified and calm The 
pcelice had been rendered momentarily popular 
with the small boys of the city by the kindness 
of the officers in permitting a score or more of 
boys to help in the arrest.
